but we, in our islands, have old-fashioned 
leanings towards the soft flowery colour- 
ings which shed an atmosphere of 
fragrant lavender and the harmonious 
restful designs beloved of the great period 
decorators.

LOOSE COVERS. 

Any ignominy which may in the past 
have been attached to the term “ loose 
cove®”’ has long since been removed; for 
the most correct tailoring now goes to the 
making of the sma:t summer attire for 
every variety of furniture. Even to the 
involved curves of a Louis XV. bergere 
a trim ruffled cover has been made to con- 
form successfully. 

Many smart hostesses favour loose covers 
for the large pieces, such as davenports 
and arm chairs, even for all year use. Jn 
many attractive drawing-rooms; gay chintz 
covers share the honours with the most 
beautiful: petit-point and with rare and 
exquisite silk damasks. 

Our truly admirable habit of having 
different sets of chintz covers for the 
different seasons of the year still persists. 
These may be sent away and cleaned, thus 


giving one’s everyday environment a 
variety which is most enjoyable. Those 
loose covers, of course, are always useful 
as a protective measure for valuable and 
delicately-toned fabrics; and when not 
used for the year round they help to kéep 
the original and costly upholstery of the 
furniture fresh during the dusty summer 
months. ; 

Just as in tailoring, so in the making 
of the loose cover, the most essential factor 
is perfect fitting. This requires careful 
and painstaking workmanship, and cannot 
be left successfully to the amateur. Where 
the cushions are separate from the fur- 
niture they should have their own covefing 
with piped seams, and in every instance 
the lines of the chair or settee should he 
followed. 

Since lacquered furniture became a per- 
manent institution with us we have re- 
mained very faithful to the Chinese 
element in our chi~tzes and cretonnes. 
Every season fresh designs are offered, und 
this summer we may divert ourselves by 
the contemplation of many little Chinese 
ladies, leaning on very fragile-lookiny 
pagodas under the ehade of silvery birch 
trees. For our country cottages there 
are charmingly fresh designs in checked 
ginghams, which can be persuaded to 
adorn everything from casement windows 
to bed draperies. 

Low stools and chairs are, perhaps, 
most suited to the charms of frilly frocks, 
and I would suggest that they should find 
a place in every home—they possess such 
softness and comfort, combined with con- 
venience, to say nothing of a little per- 
sonal dumpy charm, which is very cosy

SPECIAL AWARDS FOR 
GALLANTRY.

The keenness shown by the competitors for 
the cups and medals to be won by members of 
the St. John Ambulance Brigade last Saturday 
was evidence enough that the objects of the 
Brigade still hold strongly the interest of its 
numerous members. The competitions this year 
were held in the grounds of Merrion square, 
Dublin, and the one or two slight showers dur- 
ing the afternoon made little or no difference 
either to the competitors or to the epectators. 

The entries all round were at good, and the 
enthusiasm of the men especially was remark- 
able, and raised their standard of work con- 
siderably. The proficiency of the teams generally 
was most gratifying. Assistant Commissioner 
W. G. Smith, O.B.E., was in charge of the 
competitions, and Corps Superintendent A. J. 
MacWilliam was in charge of the ground. 
The Dublin Ambulance Challenge Cup, the 
gift of the Earl of Iveagh, K.P., was won by 
Jacob and Co. A Division A team, who gained 
237 marks out of a possible The City of 
Dublin A Division A team was second, ana 
Morgan Mooney’s A Division third. The judges 
were—Assistant Commissioner Dr. F. B. 
Pim. Assistant Commissioner Col. R. J. Miack- 
bam, C.B., D.8.0., and Dr. BR. J. Rowlette.

SPIRIT OF UNSELFISHNESS. 


The Lord Chief Justice of Ireland, who die 
tributed the awards, expressed warm apprecia- 
tion of the work which the Brigade had done, 
not only during the time of stress and war, 
but also since the war was over, and said that 
it was well that they should all understand that 
that great organisation was for no creed, and 
belonged to no party; its only beacon was to 
relieve suffering humanity wherever.jt found 
it, and to do everything that it could to make 
the life of human beings a little less sorrowful 
than it very often was. In the performance 
of that duty, one of the first things a young 
man or young woman should learn was to be 
able to give active assistance in the field of 
‘suffering in these times of accident and emer- 
gency, from which they were never free, and 
— would happen when they did not except 
them. 

It was because they saw that that epirit of 
unselfish work and unselfish devotion which had 
always characterised the Briga was as mani- 
fest, to-day as it was when their hearts were 
wrung with sorrow during the great war—it 
was because they upheld well the spirit of 
charity and benevolence, and were always pre- 
pared to do their duty in the midst of difficulty 
that he commended so warmly the work of the 
Brigade, and he commended it to them for their 
continuance. It had been said shortly after the 
war that the reason why people joined the St. 
John Ambulance Brigade was that it had attrac- 
tive uniforms and that people looked nice in 
these uniforms, but that never occurred to 
those who, day by day and week by week, saw 
the strenuous hard work that was done by the 
memberg of the Brigade, and eaw their un- 
to reheve the cufferings at 
bumanity. He was proud to say that that 
spirit. still prevailed, and he knew that that 
work would be performed in the future 
as in the past, and though it did not do for a 
lawyer to give a blessing to any movement— 
(laughter)—perhaps it was not amiss that he 
should wish them to continue and 
their work. (Applause.) 


AWARDS FOR GALLANTRY.
